Morris Goes to See Smith. 

The Govefnor’s letter on the tax cut 
bore instant fruit, for not only did the 
Senate at its session tonight follow its 
advice and cut $2,000,000 from the bill 
appropriating $4,000,000 for recompens- 
ing owners of tubercular cattle slaught- 
ered by the State but George K. Morris, 
Chairman of the Revublican State Com- 
mittee and other leaders met the Gov- 
ernor for cenference in the executive 
chamber. 

Others present at the conference were 
‘Benator Mastick of Westchester and 
Senator Nicoll of New York. Senator 
Mastick is Chairman of the Committee 
on Taxation and Retrenchment. Senator 
Nicoll is sponsor for a bill which pro- 
vides for a reduction of half in the 
taxes on personal incomes below $10,- 
000. The Westchester Republican dele- 
gation in the Senate and Assembly are 
@penly out for a cut in the income tax. 

Governor Smith when questioned re- 
garding the conference declined to make 
@ny statement. Every effort had been 
“made to keep the meeting secret. It is 
known, however, that the Governor's 
tax reduction proposal was the sole topic 
of discussion. There is reason to believe 
that progress was made toward a set- 
tlement, possibly with the Nicoll bill as 
the basis. 

After his talk with the Governor, 
Chairman Morris went to the Capitol, 
‘where he had a talk with Speaker Mc- 
Ginnies and other Republican leaders in 
the Legislature. 

Mr. Morris is said to be standing with 
Speaker McGinnies in his contention that 
if it is possible the Republican should 
heed the Governor’s proposal.

Sends Twe Veto Messages. 

Governor Smith feels tonight that his 
fight for a reduction in the personal 
income tax has been won. He believes 
that the situation will clear within the 
Mext twenty-four hours, alJthough a 
formal decision may not be reached 
until early next week, when there will 
be a full attendance of the Republican 
Sentors and Assemblymen. 

The Governor's letter, addressed 
geintly to Senate Leader Knight, 
Speaker McGinnies of the Assembly and 
Senator Hewitt and Assemblyman 
Hutchinson, fiscal leaders of the Legis- 
lature, was made public tonight, to- 
gether with veto messages attached to’ 
the two -main appropriation bills, which 
he has had before him for cunsideration 
for several days. 

The blue pencil of Governor Smith 
worked wonders during the twenty-four 
hours which intervened between the re- 
ceipt of the communication from the 
Republican leaders and his reply to it. 
The $15,000,000 in Habilities vanished 


and instead there appeared, when the/ 


Governor was through, a total of $681,- 
826, which he declared he was willing 
to accept. In every instance where hé 
had reduced or eliminated an item he 
gave e convincing reason for his action 
im copious explanatory notes embodied 
fm his letter to the leaders. 

His treatment of the two main appro- 
priation bills undoubtedly will be pro- 
pounced ruthless by the Republican 
leaders, who, before they \sent those

LORD CURZON DIES 


AFTER AN OPERATION 


Famous British Conservative 
Leader Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia Complications. 


40 YEARS IN PUBLIC LIFE 


Served Long as Foreign Minis- 
ter, but Lost Premiership— 
Twice Wed to Americans. 


LONDON, Friday, March 20 (Associ- 
ated Press).—Marquis Curzon of Kedles- 
ton, Lord President of the Council, died 
this morning at 5:35 o’clock. His physi- 
clans had been with him throughout the 
night. 

They were convinced that the signs 
they saw Thursday evening portended 
death. The indications of his passing 
then were so marked that they did not 
conceal their opinion from the public 
and announced in. their bulletin that the 
patient’s condition’ was extremely grave. 

Marquis Curzon became seriously iil 
of pneumonia following an: operation 
two weeks ago. 

The Marquis collapsed on March 5 at 
Cambridge while he was dressing 'to at- 
tend a public dinner. It was said at 
the time that he had suffered from a 
hémorrhage. All his immediate én- 
gagemients were candéled and hé was 
brought back to London the following 
day. =” 

On March 9 he underwent a serious 
operation, and since that time he had 
gradually failed. A 

After Thursday. evening's official bul. 
letin, no information “fegdrding the 
patient was forthcoming until his death 
was announced. , 


The last public appearance of Mar- 
quis Curzon was ip the House_of Lords 
on Iiarch 4. He was to have been a 
member of the Council of State which is 

govern the empire during the ab- 
sence of King George. 


Bred and Trained for Politics. 


Marquess Curzon of Kedleston (George 
Nathaniel Curzon) from the cradle to 
the tomb exemplifiéd in every detail the 
ruling aristocrat. He was bred for 
public life and followed the career of 
politics and government with such suc- 
cess that he held almost every great 
office under the crown except the 
highest of ali, the post of Prime 
Minister. Ironically enough, it was the 
honors he accumulated while working 
his way toward the Premiership which, 
more than anything else, militated 
against his ambition for the post and, 
when it seemed almost surely his, kept 
it from him. When he came to the 
threshold of that office, in 1923, Prime 
Ministers were no longer being ndomi- 
nated from the aristocracy, but from 
the Commons. 

Like many other young men who came 
to be statesmen of the British Empire 
and peers of the realm, Lord Curzon 
was trained at Eton and Balliol College, 
Oxford. At the latter he was President 
of the Union, the all-embracing students’ 
organization, many of whose leaders 
in after life became prominent. 

Upon quitting the cloisters of Oxford 
with high honors, young Curzon -pol- 
ished off his university education with 


travel. Having become familiar with 
Paris, Rome, jenna and the Rhine 


during his vacations at Oxford, he 
passed these places by for more exten- 
sive tours and went into Central Asia, 
to Persia, Siam, Korea, Indo-China and 
the Pamirs. He had the leisure and the 
purse and the purpose of a gentleman 
and traveled with thoroughness, read- 
ing volumes beforehand and then re- 
cording his own Ciscoveries and impres- 
sions for future books. 


Entered Public Life in 1886, 


Returning home in 1885 he entered 
politics as one of the private secretaries 
of Marquess-Salisbury, then the Prime

Chairman Denies Counsel’s Charge

The Republican County Committee, in 
session last night at Bryant Hall, adopt- 
ed a resolution declaring that ‘frantic 
efforts are now being made to be- 
fuddle the perfectly plain findings of 
the McAvoy report by attempting to 
juggle the five-cent fare into an issue;”’ 
that np such issue exists, and that the 
Republican County Committee brands 
as inflefensible the effort to fool and ex- 
ploit the people further and holds that 
the McAvoy report is a just condemna- 
tion of the City Administration under 
Tammany Hall and Mayor Hylan. 

Charles T. Tuttle, the new Chairman 
of the Advisory Committee, making his 
first appearance before the County Com- 
mittee, charged Mayor Hylan with 
“hoodwinking’”’ the people on the -trac- 
tion situation, and urged the members 
of the committee: to unite in a concerted 
attempt to remove the Hylan Adminis- 
tration from office in the next.

Blame Placed on Hylan. 

Replying to the accusation in Mayor 
Hylan’s letter that the Republicans are 
organizing ‘“‘to fight Hylan on transit,’’ 
Mr. Tuttle -declared. that responsibility 
‘for the. intolerable transit conditions 
of today h&d been placed upon e- 
Mayor by: Governor Smith and Justice 
McAvoy.”’ 

“If, the. Mayor would spend: half the 
time he now spends,” said Mr. Tuttle, 
“looking up questions like where my cf- 
fice is located, in discovering relevant 
matters, like, let us say, the McAvoy 
report, it would represent a far more 
Waluable contribution toward ultimate 
solution of the transit problem. If he 
had spent half as much time in the last 
seven years as he has in going around 
looking at names on office doors in look- 
ing at conditfons as they exist, we would 
be better off.

BERLIN, March 19.—Russian Com- 
munist papers now openly admit that the 
number of starving children in Southern 
Russia alone numbers more than 750,000. 
Further admissions show that the Gov- 
ernment is unable to cope with the situ- 
ation. 

An investigation committee, which sub- 
mitted a report in a convention held at 
Kharkov on March 13 finds the Govern- 
ment is giving partial aid to not more 
than 90,000. Those aided receive a plate 
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of thin soup and two alices of black 
bread as a dally ration.

RICKARD CONVICTED 
INFIGHT FILM CASE 


Four Others Also Are Found 
Guilty—Dougherty Is 
Acquitted. 














JURY OUT FOR TEN HOURS 


Court to Set Sentence Date on 
Tuesday — Penalty $10,000 
Fine or 2 Years in Prison.

TRENTON, N. J., March 19,—After 
deliberating for nearly ten hours a jury 
in the United States District Court 
found George L. (Tex) Rickard, fight 
promoter, guilty of conspiracy and il- 
legal transportation of the. Dempsey- 
Carpentier fight films. 

Fred C. Quimby, head af the motion 
picture concern that produced the pic- 
tures, was found guilty of conspiracy 
and of two counts of illegal transporta- 
tion. Frank L. Flournoy, matchmaker 
at Madison Square Garden, New York 
City, was found guilty of the conspiracy 
charge, but acquitted on charges of il- 
legal transportation. 

“Teddy Hayes, secretary to Jack 
Kearns, manager of Jack Dempsey, was 
found - guilty of conspiracy and one 
count-of illegal transportation. Jasper 
.Muma was found guilty of conspiracy 
rand two counts of filegal transportation 
and the firm of Fred C. Quimby, Inc., 
was found guilty of conspiracy and 
three courits of illegal tr : ion. 
cele: Dougherty, Philadelphia fight 

Was acquitted on all charges. 

The penalty that,can be imposed on 
thé conspiracy charge is a fine of $10,- 
000 or imprisonmett in a Federal peni- 
tentiary for two years, or both. The 
penalty for illegal transportation of 
films is a fine of $1,000. 

Rickard, Quimby, Hays and Dougherty 
were in court when the foreman of the 
jury sent word that a verdict had been 
reached. Federal Judge Bodine had left 
the court at 9 o'clock, leaving instruc- 
tions that the jury was to be locked up 
for the night. 

In the absence of the Judge, Clerk of 
the Court Benjamin C. Haven read the 
verdict to the defendants and their at- 
torneys. 

It was then announced that court 
would reconvene next Tuesday, when 
Judge Bodine would set a date for im- 
posing sentence. 

Rickard was asked if he had anything 
to say regarding the verdict and re- 
marked : : 

“Nothing, I guess, but it is a bit tough 
when the Government collects $500,000 
in taxes ‘and then hands out this.’’ 

The case went to the jury at 1:30 
o'clock this afternoon. Judge Bo- 
dine read the indictments against the 
defendants as amended and outlined the 
case generally. He remarked that con- 
spiracy cases ordinarily were proved by 
circumstantial evidence. 

Siegfried Hartman of Newark, counse: 
for Quimby; Josiah Smith of Philadel- 
phia, for Dougherty; former Judge 
Harry V. Osborne of Newark, for 
Muma, and former Assistant United 
States District Attorney Walter D. Van 
Riper, for Rickard, Hayes and Flour- 
noy, summed up for the defense. 

Mr. Hartman argued that Quimby was 
merely the distributer for the picture, 
which was owned by others. Mr. Smith 
said that no conspiracy charge existed 
against Dougherty. As to the transpor- 
tation charge, he said Dougherty had 
already. paid a fine of $1,000. 

Mr. Osborne assailed the Government 
for its prosecution. He declared that if 
the transportation ban were a good law, 
it would be equally unlawful for radio 
fans to listen in when fight results were 
being broadcast. 

Mr. Van Riper said no conspiracy 
charge had been proved. 

“Why didn’t the Government indict 
Jack Kearns and Jack Dempsey?’ asked 
Mr. Van Riper. ‘“‘Why wasn't the Gov- 
ernment Mfidicted? The Government col- 
lected its ‘tax from every showing of 
these pictures. Now the Government 
asks conviction of Rickard and Flournoy 
because they got a little money out of 
the exhibitions.”’ 

‘Arthur N. Sager, Assistant United 
States Attorney General, made a warm 
defense of Harry M. Daugherey. He re- 
called that when a Senate investigating 
committee learned of the showing of the 
fight pictures at the home. of ‘Edward 
B. McLean, Washington publisher, it 
set in motion the prosecution of the -con- 
spiracy case. Charges of ‘‘fixing’’ fol- 
lowed and the accusation was made that 
the Department of Justice had counte- 
nanced the unlawful exhibitierrin various 
States. Mr. Sager asserted that if Fed- 
eral- Judges had imposed jail terrhs in- 
stead of fines, ‘‘the heart of Daugherty 
would not have. been broken and the 
name of a dead President would -not 
have been dragged into the case.’”’

More than twenty persons are held 
by the police on charges of looting and 
efforts are being made to determine 
whether the conflagration was of incen- 
diary origin. 

The Florida BHastern Railway Com- 


carried its own insurance fund to cover 
the property, and in addition had about 
$500,000 in insurance placed with other 
companies. 

The loss in éorkcunt property and val« 
uable to guests of the Breakers and the 
Palm Beach Hotel is conservatively es- 
timated at $2,000,000. Thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of wearing apparel carried 


recovered last night by the police and 
members of a local militia company, who 
guarded both bridges and the ferry lead- 
ing from Palm Beach to the mainland. 

But, despite the efforts of the authori- 
ties, many thousands of dollars’ worth 
of loot was carried away. Under pres- 
ent conditions _it “ts to legrn 
definitely how much property is missing. 
Scores of women who early today be- 
lieved their belongings had either been 
stolen or consumed by fire gucppeded in 
loéating part of thei? luggage. 

The lack of a systematized érrange- 
ment for restoring property has ‘been 
a great handicap. Much of the prop- 
erty taken from the Breakers {fs at the 
depot in ‘Palm Beach. More is stored 
in the Poinciana, in the police stations 
at Palm Beach and West Palm Beach 
and in the Poinciana garage. Luggage 
taken from the Palm Beach Hotel is 
similarly. distributed. 

Guests of The Breakers spent a greater 
part of today making the. rounds, en- 
deavoring to find their property. D. 
Culver of St. Paul, Minn., who -suc- 
ceeded in removing mont of his hand 
luggage and his wife’s, reported the loss 
of a trunk containing $60,000 worth of 
jewelry belonging to his wife. 

After trying several places, he finally 
located the trunk in the Poinciana ga- 
rage. - 
Mrs. Wendt a Heavy Leser. 

One of the heaviest losers was Mrs. M. 
G. Wendt of New York, mother-in-law 
of Jesse L. Livermore. Mra. Wendt is 
reported to have lost more than $200,000 
worth of jewelry. Mrs. Livermore man- 
aged to save a greater part of her 
jewelry, but was forced to leave several 
thousand dollars’ worth behind. She also 
had other jewels in the concrete vault of 
the hotel, which has not yet been opened. 

Hotel authorities here are skeptical as 
to whether the three thin partitions of 
the vault were sufficient to save its con- 
tents. Many of them believe that when 
the vault is opened it will be found that 
the extreme heat has melted most of the 
jewelry and destroyed whatever cash 
was stored there. 

William Henry Harrison of New York 
recovered nearly all of his property to- 
day. W. J. Southam and Alvin Young 
of Hamilton, Ontario, who were away 
from the hotel when the fire occurred, 
lost everything. 

Arthur Yates of Rochester, who had 
come down from Nobe Sound to spend 
the night at Palm Beach, had registered 
at The Breakers. A few hours after 
he had deposited his baggage there he 
returned to find the hotel in- ashes.

IN AIRPLANE, %,000 FEET OVE 
PRINCETON, Ind., March 19.—Fretted 
clouds stare brazenly late today as the 
three Prairie States prepare their tor- 
nado dead for burial. A menacing wind 
shrieks of sudden death through the 
struts of a tiny airplane, dark 
against the jowering sky. The wind is 
the tail feather of the tornado: which 
killed nine hundred. 

Below fs a little city, impotent after 
this, the latest lesson on the weakness 
of humans. The airplane is just finish- 
ing a tour of a large part’ of the dis- 
trict devastated late yesterday after- 
noon. From the vantage of the air it 
was painfully easy to trace the serpen- 
tine course of the demon of the winds. 
Like a huge boa constrictor, it wound 


crushing all in its path. 

Hours of aimless sauntering through 
the sky, now at 90 miles an hour, now 
almost stationary under the onslaughts 
of the vicious currents, left the aerial 
observer numb to emotion, as the pan- 
orama of disaster unfolded beneath him.

Buckner Gets Action Costing 
the Company $250,000 Within 
Thirty Minutes. 


EVEN NEAR-BEER BARRED 


Closing Is for Only 4 Months, but 
the Edict of the Court he 
Is “Forever.” ‘ 


Judge William Bondy, in the United 
States District Court yesterday, ordered 
padlocks placed on the brewery of the 
Ebling: Brewing Company, at 156th 
Street and St. Ann’s Avenue, the Bronx, 
for four months, beginning March 28. 
The decree was issued after William 
Ebling, the 72-year-old President ; Theo- 
dore Haebler, Secretary and Treasurer 
and Solomon Herringer had pleaded 
guilty to inforfmation, charging them 
with the manufactire,’ sale and posses- 
sion of real beer. They paid fines of 
$1,000 each. . 

Under the decree the officers of the 
company, as well as its 150 employes, 
are forever prohibited from manufactur- 
ing even near beer. Even a purchaser 


of the plant may not make near beer 
there for a year. It is-.estimated that 


the company: in stock on hand and good- 
will, In addition, it faces penalties, 
which may be recovered by the Treas- 
ros ret through sults, of $170,- 

. e brewer’s near beer business 
has amounted to about $125,000 a year. 

The Ebling brewery is one of the 
oldest in the city, having been founded 
in 1868. Its premises occupy the block 
between St. Ann’s ang Eagle Avenues, 
between 156th and 1 Streets, and it 
has a larger capacity than any similar 
plant in New York. Prior to the pass- 
age of the Eighteenth Amendment, it 
turned out 300,000 barreis of beer an- 
nually and did an annual business of 
approximately $3,000,000. 

Yesterday’s action was the result of 
@ raid made by Federal — prohibition 
agents at the brewery Feb. 25. te 
truck loads of real beer were seized an 
the agents found what they described 
as “large quantities’’ of the illegal bev- 
erage inside the brewery. Negotiations 
between . Federal Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner and M. Michael Edelstein, at- 
torney for the Ebling interests, have 
been in progress for a week and led to 
the signing of the padlocking decree by 
consent yesterday. Mr. Ebling, who is 
suffering from heart disease, was not 
present in court but was represented 
vy_ Mr. Edelstein.

WOULD REORGANIZE 


+ Recommendation When: Seized 


~ WHOLE DRY FORCE 


Stocks Disappear. 


And Advises That All Dry Agents 
Be Placed Under the Depart- 
ment. of Justice. 


‘PHILADELPHIA, March = 19,—With 
the sweeping recommendations that the 
éntire prohibition force of the nation 
be reorganized, a special Federal Grand 
Jury presented to Judge Thompson, in 
the Federal District Court, its findings 
in an investigation of the alleged dis- 
appearance of seized liquor stocks. 

Although general carelessness and in- 
efficiency in the enforcement of the law 
were alleged by the Grand Jury, no in- 
dictments were returned. The chief rec- 
ommendations were: 

To place all agents and employes of 
the prohibition unit under the civil ser- 
vice. 

To place law enforcement under the 
Department of Justice. 

To forbid distilleries to purchase alco- 
hol from -other distilleries, with alcohol 
to be denatured at its source of manu- 
facture.

To place more authority and. respon- 
sibility in the hands of State prohibition

In its report on the alleged disappear- 
ances of seized liquor and alcohol stocks, 
the Grand Jury accepted the explana- 
tion of the prohibition unit that alcohol 
seized from the Penn Distilling Com- 
pany, which the authorities were unable 
to produce later, had been lost and de- 
stroyed through being mixed with lots 
condemned by the Federal Marshal. 

Touching on the release and diversion 
of alcohol, the report said the jury 
“called before.us in the neighborhood of 
fifty fe apenas holders. Erstwhile police- 
men, drivers of bread wagons, plumbers 
tailors, Jewelers, newspaper vendors and 
others were found to be holders of the 
manufacturing permits.’’ 

Much of the alcohol, the report added, 
was disposed of in the form of “theatre- 
spray,’’ by the simple addition of a 
small amount of disinfectant. 


3 BROTHERS GET DAMAGES. 


$2,500 Award to Each for False Ar- 
rest as Their Father Died. 


Jury verdicts of $2,500 to each of three 
brothers, Samuel, Daniel and Nathan 
Williams, were awarded yesterday in 
Justice James C. Van Siclen’s part of 
the.

The Democratic Water Powerbill, spon- 
sored by Senator Straus, Democrat, of 
New York, providing for the creation 
of a State Power Authority, already has 
been killed. in the Senate through a 
motion to dischar; eege Under the Straus 
bill the proposed Power Authority would 
develop the power, the distribution and 
sales of which would be controlled by 
the State. The McGinnies bill of last 
year also provides for a State Power 
Authority but with private development.

LAND PURCHASES INVOLVED 





Two Republican Boards Would Con- 
trol Expenditures, Though 
Marked for Discard.

ALBANY, March 19.—Governor Smith 
denounced today in scorching terms in 
a special message a tendency mani- 
fested by the Republican-controlled Leg- 
islature to encroach on the executive 
and administrative functions of the 
State Government. ; 

The message dealt, with amendments 
made in the Senate Finance Committee 
to a bill introduced by Senator Thayer 
of Franklin, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Conservation, providing about 
$6,500,000 for the purchase of additional 
park lands and their development.

Council of Parks, and the expenditure 
of the money was left in the hands 
of the State and regional park councils. 

One amendment made to the bill in 
commitee provides’that all purchases of 
park lands must have the approval of

fees Unified Park System In Danger. 


Governor Smith points out that the bill 
was drafted with a view to carrying 
into effect the provisions of the $15,000, - 
000 park bond issue which was approved

eneral election last Fall. The proposal, 
SS adds, called for the expenditure of 
the money by the several regional park 
commissioners, ‘‘consisting of unpaid 
and public spirited commissioners of 
standing in their communities whose ef- 
forts are coordinated through the State 
Council of Parks,’’ of which Robert B. 
Moses is the head. x 

Democrats at the Capitol ascribe the 
amendments to a desire on the part of 
the Republican leaders to keep the ex- 

enditure .of so much money .in their 
fonds so that they may be the arbiters 
of where and at what prices new park 
land is to be purchased. 

e Governor warns the lawmakers 
that enactment of the bill might mean 
the collapse of plans made for a unified 
State park system and the thwarting of 
the popular will as expressed at the 

[) He states he amendments will 
‘hamstring’ the park councils and 
make it impossible for them to acquire 
lands at. reasonable price. 

He makes it perfectly clear that unless 
the objectionable amendments are 
taken ou a majority of the un- 
paid regional park commissioners 
may. refuse to serve, and adds 
that the bill would not be acceptable to 
him. This can only mean one thing, 
that he would veto the measure and in- 
cidentally huge appropriations provid- 
ing for the purchase of park lands in 
all gta of the State, so that there 
would be no park money for the Repub- 
lican boards to spend. 

In his message the vernor said: 

“The amendments ich have been 

made to the Thayer bill in the form in 
which it is reported are so objection- 
able and so illogical that I cannot be- 
lieve that they can be understood by 
the Legislature. As the bill now stands, 
the amendments have-the effect of ham- 
stringing the park authorities and mak- 
ing it impossible for them to buy and 
develop park lands in a reasonable time 
and at reasonable expense. 
. ‘For example, it is provided that the 
State. Board of Bstimate and Control 
must approve of all plans for improve- 
ments and developments and that all 
purchases, condemnations or appropria- 
tions of land, even including rights of 
way, must have the approval of the 
Commissioners of the Land Office. Ex- 
wee in the case of the Palisades and 
Westchester Park Commissions, these 
additional agencies to check and ap- 
prove park plans and purchases are 
added in spite of the fact that'the Legis- 
lature already has in its hands, from 
the State Council of Parks, complete 
information as to the programs of the 
several park authorities in as great de- 
tail as this information can reasonably 
be given. 


New Duties for Doomed Boards. 


“I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that you have only just passed for 
the second time an amendment reor- 
ganizing the State Government and 
consolidating State departments. I can 
hardly believe that the same Legislature 
which passed this amendment would 
consider passing the Thayer bill in its 
present form. 

“The constitutional amendment among 
other ae provides that the Con- 
troller shall be an auditor and that he 
shall have no administrative functions. 
The amendment, therefore, recognizes 
that the Controller should have nothing 
to-do with the expenditure of park 
funds, excepting to audit such expendi- 
tures. The State Board of Estimate and 
Control is impossible under the constitu- 
tional amendment, and the amendment 
entirely does away with the Commis- 
sioners of the Land Office. You will also 
find by reading this amendment that 
the new structure of government be- 
comes effective next year, if approved 
by the people. Upon what theory can 
the Governor of this State, in the light 
of this constitutional amendment, be 
asked to approve a bill which adds to 
the duties, responsibilities and author- 
ity of agencies which all parties and all 
interests have agreed should immedi- 
ately be abolished? 

“The State of New York has entrusted 
the carrying out of the park program 
with the proper coordination through 
the State Council of Parks and the Con- 
servation Commission to unpaid regional 
park commissioners. These commis- 
sioners include men who have given a 
great deal of time, energy and unselfish 
service to the State for many years. It 
has been the practice to reappoint them 
when their terms expire. I have heard 
directly and indirectly from a number 
of these commissioners who express 
themselves in the most emphatic terms 
as oppo: to the provisions of the 
Thayer bill which subject them to fur- 
ther checks and supervision on the part 
of uniformed agencies. 

“In fact, most of the unpaid commis- 
sioners have stated emphatically that 
they would immediately. resi if the 
Thayer bill became law, on the ground 
that they could not possibly give the 
time and energy that would be needed 
to deal with all the agencies that are 
provided, and to cut the ‘red tape’ 
proposed in the Thayer bill.’’ :

Referring to Senator Charles J. Hewitt, 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, and Eberly Hutchinson, .Chair- 
man of the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee, the leading majority mem- 
bers of the special Grade Crossings Com- 
mittee, Mr. Ottinger said: 

“They distorted my opinion. I believe 
the Governor’s plan is workable. To say 
that I am not in favor of it is ‘bunkum.’ 
If I were in the Legislature I would 
vote for the plan.” 


Republicags Are Worried. 


Repudiation of this point of their pro- 
gram by the Attorney General, one of 
the most important State elective offi- 
cers, caused consternation among the 
Republican legislative leaders, as they 
were made to appear to have made a 
false interpretation of Mr. Ottinger’s 
opinion to defeat the Governor's grade 
crossing plan. 

Senator Hewitt, who called upon Mr.

Sir Charles Higham Warns of 


Conflict Against English. | 
Speaking Nations. 
URGES AIR PREPARATION 
Declares That Germany, Rosie, jn: 
pan and China WII Atterapt 
World Conquest. 


Sir Charles Higham, the British ad- 
vertising expert, predicted last night 


| that another world war would develop, 


possibly within.ten years, with the 
United States and Gréat Britain allied 
against Japan, Germany and other 
races, unless the two English-speaking 
nations built up their air. defenses to 
show warlike nations that they ‘‘are not 
going to have any nonsense about it.’’ 

Speaking at a dinner of the Sphinx 
Club at. the Waldorf-Astoria, Sir 
Charies declared that “In the minds of 
those who made public opinion’ in Ger- 
many, Japan, Russia and China a plan 
has been formed “‘for the yellow races 
to make an aerial attack on the Pana- 
ma Canal and Californit and land in 
Mexico fter having got rid of the Unit- 
ed States defenses.”” Simultaneously, he 
said, Germany will attack France. Can- 
ada-and Australia will have all they 
can do to look after themselves, and 
England willbe handicapped in going to 
France's aid? . 

“It may be the last war; but you 
can’t tell that,’’ he said. “It will come 
in less than twenty years and most 
likely in ten. The reason there will be 
another war is manifold. The Japanese 
Want power and great dominions. The 
Germans have had the same idea in- 
stilled in them for generations. The 
United States’ prosperity and unlimited 
resources for wealth make her a tempt- 
ing morse] for the warlike nations of 
the world. She is really a more tempt- 
ing country to capture than any other 
on the face of the map. Her very 
isolation makes her danger greater be- 
cause she is not likely to cencern her- 
‘self about it, as those do who are nearer 
to the warlike nations of the -world. 
She has really only one great ally and 
friend—the British Empire. My country 
and yours are thé only two nations in 
the world, which, in my judgment, are 
not aggressively keen on war. ese 
two countries will never war against 
each other—of that I am absolutely cer- 
tain,” o 

Sir Charles said there is a way of 
re bege me 7 this ‘“‘next great war, or at 

east hindering the date on which it may 
oceur, and that this is by convincing the 
aggressively - warlike nations that the 
United States and Great Britain are not 
going to have any nonsénse about it.’”’ 

“They are in no condition to make 
that announcement today,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘Aerially the United States of 
America and the British Empire are 
very weak in comparison to nce. 
The next war will be fought largely in 
the air, and if the United States and 
the British ‘Empire are ready to meet 
any aerial warfare that may occur, the 
other nations will hesitate before strik- 
ing a blow. The expense incurred in 
aerial defense is as essential as that the 
sun shall shine tomorrow, but there are 
an awful lot. of people in your country 
and mine who don’t agree with this point 
of view, and they shall probably be the 
ones to criticize our lack of readiness 
when the day comes again.’ 

It is the coy. of the Uni States, 
Sir Charles believes, to combine with 
Great Britain ‘‘in seeing that the Ger- 


mans pay what they can pay” -repa- 
rations. France, too, ws said, should be 


made to pay. 

“There is a way,” he continued. 
‘‘What is she doing with the money that 
belongs to your country at the moment? 
She is equipping a gigantic army and an 
air fleet that could wipe out London in 
twenty-four hours. Japan is organizing 
Russia on a war basis, and any one 
with half an eye would see that., The 
way to make peace for a long time to 
come is to prépare for war.’’ 


EMPLOYERS CLOSE DOWN 
ALL PLANTS AT TURIN

ROME, March 19.—The SBocialist trade 
union having decided to end the Milan 
strike, the engineering trades workers 
there resumed work normally today.

The strike is gravest at Turin, where 
the percentage of strikers is so high 
that the employers have decided to close 
the shops down until some agréement 
with the workers shall have been 
reached, thus making the stoppage of 
work complete. The-Fiat Motor Com- 
pany, which employs about half of 
Turin’s workers, has begun direct nego- 
tiations with its men without going 
through either the Fascist of Socialist 
unions, thus avoiding the political as- 
pects of the squabble which largely con- 
tributed to the delay in the settlement at 
Milan.

President Signs. Order for the 
Transfer of Bureau to De- 
partment of Commeroe, 


REFORMS. WILL aE PUSHED 


Equal Treatment for Patentees In 
All Countries Will Be Demanded 
at Hague Conference,

WASHINGTON, March 19,—President 
Coolidge issued an executive order to- 
day transferring the United States Pat~ 
ent Office from the jurisdiction of the 
Department of the Interlor to the De- 
partment of Commerce, thereby placing 
it under the control of Secretary Hoo- 
ver. 

The action taken marked the first 
shifting of a Government agency intact, 
in accordance with the departmental re- 
organization plan which has been rec- 
ommended by both Cabinet officers in- 
volved as well as by the Congressional 
Committee on Reorganization. It was 
explained that this was one of the few 
instances in which. the President has 
legal authority to transfer an agency 
from one department to another. Prac- 
tically all the other departmental 
changes recommended in the reorganiza- 
tion plan require legislative sanction, 
and, though the plan has been before 
Congress for several years, it hag not 
‘been acted upon by either branch.” 

The Department of Commerce organi- 
zation act vests the President with au- 


¢|thority to transfer certain bureaus 


whose work is related to commerce to 
that department, and it was under such 
authority that the executive order was 
issued today.

Convention Asks Relaxing of Laws| 


to Permit Manufacturers to 
Regulate Trade. 


\ Special to The New York Times, 
ATLANTIC CITY, M4&rch 19.—Because 
of too stringent Federal laws, the out- 
put of the lumber manufacturers of the 
country is “absolutely uncontrolled,” 
causing heavy overproduction and the 
rapid depletion of the forests; according 
to a formal statement issued here today 
by Dwight Hinckley of Cincinnati, Pres- 
ident of the National American Whole- 
sale Lumber Association, now in con- 
vention at the Ambassador Hotel. 
While opposing all combinations in re- 
straint of trade or competition, the a# 
sociation, through Mr. Hinckley, asks 
that the Government allow the manu- 
facturers of lumber to make a joint 
agreement to regulate their output, so 


that no more lumber is made annually 
than will needed. 

Due to this failure of the lumber in- 
dustry to balance supply with demand, 
the lumber men of the West lost money 
during 1924, it was stated by R. A. 
Dailey of Seattle, Wash: 

In a resolution unanimously passed by 
ths convention, Congress is urged to en- 
act laws providing for the purchase of 
forest land which should be carefully 
guarded, eliminating the danger of total 
national deforestation, which at the 
present rate of lumber consumption will 
otherwise occur within fifty years.

Ontario Legislature Also Gets Pro-, 
posal for Fewer Prescriptions. 


TORONTO, March 19.—Amendments to 
the Ontario Provincial Temperance act 
to permit the sale of 2.5 per cent. beer 
in hotels, restaurants and groceries and 
to reduce from fifty to thirty the month- 
ly liquor prescription quota for physi- 
cians were introduced in the Legislature 
today by Attorney General Nickle. 

The measures stipulate: that groceries 
shall sell beer for outside delivery only 
and that in hotels and restaurants ser- 
vice must be at tables, the latter pro- 
vision being intended to avoid a return 
to.the old-time saloon and bar. 

The minimum fine for unlawful pos- 
session of liquor is reduced from $200 to 
$50 under the amendments. A fee is to 
be charged for a .permit to sell beers 
but the Attorney General said this was 
for purposes of control and not to make 
a Government profit. 


PLANS NEW POLICE SCHOOL. 


Enright Hopes to Get a Better Class 
of Recruits for Reserves. 


Police Commissioner Enright hopes to 
establish a school for the training of 
police reserves through which the Police 
Department can get a better class of 
récruits than are at present being ob- 
tained, he said last night at a dinner 
given in his honor by the Headquarters 
Division of the Police Reserves at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. ;

Yale University, especially the Olympic 
championship crew, to asce n how 
human bodies convert food into energy, 
have been conducted during the last 
few months, Professor Yandell Hender- 
son of the physiological department of 
the university, disclosed tonight at a 
meeting. of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. 

Several different methods were used in 
the experiments on the crew, he said. 
One method was to measure the amount 
of air that an oarsman consumes while 
rowing. In this experiment, a mouth- 
piece was fitted over the mouth, the 
speaker said, and the air that he 
breathed was drawn through a meter. 
When the crew rowed a distance of four 
miles, the distance of the Harvard race, 
each man had consumed sixty liters of 
a, approximately fifteen gallons, he 
said. 

From the food the men ate, he con- 
tinued, it was found that about two- 
thirds or three-quarters of their energy 
came from the fats rather-than from 
the carbohydrates, such as sugar and 
proteins.

It was the match between Kinsella and 

Ward that the crowd ‘awaited. The per- 
formances of the young City A. C. 
player, particularly his victory over 
James Reid of the Crescent got RE AE 
three successive games, made him a 
big drawing card almost overnight. 
The knowledge of the tremendous wal- 
lop that he carried in his racquet spread 
rapidly, and the result was that, when 
the play started yesterday, there were 
more a ectators gathered at the Frater- 
nity Club than could be seated in the 
gallery. Scores stood in all three sec- 
tions and there was hardly an inch of 
space looking upon the court that was 
not filled. 
This was to be the acid test of Ward, 
matched against the player who has 
held the title for over ten years and 
who is generally looked upon as the 
greatest squash tennis player the game 
has known. Ward met the test in splen- 
did style. He was erratic in the first 
game and made more errors in this 
chapter than he did in his two entire 
matches together. But once he had 
thrown off his nervousness, or overanx- 
iousness, he proceeded to play such as- 
tonishing squash that the gallery burst 
into-cheers. So unbounded did the en- 
thusiasm of the spectators become that 
on one instance the referee was forced 
to admonish them and pee them to 
restrain their applause until the end of 
the rallies. 

Some of the strokes of Ward were 
of the sheerest genius. Gets that have 
been without parallel for several sea- 
sons of play were made by this young 
player with a frequency that made them 
the expected thing, and when he leaned 
on .the ball, either on a forehand or 
backhand shot, there was an explosion 
that never failed to bring forth ex- 
clamations from the onlookers. Kin- 
ag never took his opponent lightly. 

He knew too well, from months of prac- 
tice play with him, of the sort of odp- 

osition he was to look for, and “he 

rought all of his skill and power to 
bear. For the first time in several 
seasons the pasiery enjoyed the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the sort of squash that 
the champion is capable of, and it was 
an opportunity not to have been missed. 


Kinsella’s Speed helps. 


Kinsella’s drives traveled so fast that 
Ward at times was completely thrown 
off his game in attempting to cover 
them. The champion always knew 
where to put the ball, catching his 
younger opponent out of position on the 
other side of the court frequently. At 
times he resorted to a quick change of 
Pig with perfect racquet control, strok- 

ng softly and leaving Ward flatfooted 
in the rear of the court. It was a mas- 
terly exhibition that the champion gave, 
and the gallery, as well as Ward im- 
self, was fully impressed with the size 
pe Pe the task facing the twenty-two-year- 
old star. 

Kinsella’s service was also a big asset.

GERMAN PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATES. 

Supporters of the republican régime 
in Germany have reason to be grat- 
ified with the oath of fealty to the re- 
public already subscribed to by the 
Presidential candidate of the Right. 
JaRRES has declared that as a man of 
honor he would be compelled, if elect- 
ed, to defend the Weimar Constitu- 
tion by force if necessary. His re- 
publican. opponents may have their 
doubts even about so explicit and sol- 
emn an affirmation, but they cannot 
fail to be encouraged by the strength 
of republican sentiment which elicits 
such a pledge from the candidate of 
the monarchistically inclined parties. 
JaRREs’s tribute to the, old ei 
flag and his castigation of the “ un- 
German” revolution, which sent a 
HoHENZOLLERNS into exile may be in- 
terpreted as a sop to the parties of 
the Right, perhaps excusable in a 
candidate. - 

It now seems certain that the elec- 
tion on March 29 will be only in the 
nature of-a primary. Six candidates 
are already in the field, a seventh in 
the person of General LupENporFF is 
imminent, and there is little chance 
that any will get the majority pre- 
scribed in the Weimar Constitution. 
If the vote divides in accordance with 
the present alignment in the Reichs- 
tag, Herr Jarres ‘ould receive about 
30 per cent. of all the ballots cast, 
BRAUN for the Socialists about 25 per 
cent., Marx for the Centrists about 15 
per cent., with the Communists and the 
Democrats less than 10 per cent. each. 
In the second election of April 12, the 
republican bloc of Socialists, Centrists 
and Democrats will start out within 
striking point of the necessary 51 per 
cent. of the vote. On the other side 
it depends upon Jarres’s showing as a 
vote-getter whether he is to go into 
the finals or to be replaced by any one 
of a number of dark horses now in the 
grooming. 

In the second election the candidate 
of the Right will be judged by his 
affiliations more: than by pledges he 
may make. about preserving the re- 
public. What the German people then 
will have to consider is the effect 
which their choice of a President is 
likely to produce outside of Germany. 
The election of a Nationalist would 
no doubt render more difficult the full- 
est cooperation between Germany and 
her creditors in operating the Dawes 
program. Yet upon its success a 
majority of the German people recog- 
nize that their best interests depend. 


REVISING FREIGHT RATES. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion is about to begin the general in- 
quiry into the freight rate structure 
which Congress referred to it, with 
especial reference to the grievances of 
farmers. There is, no doubt, need of a 
re-examination of the relation of rates 
to each other, which rivals in !mpor- 
tance the fixing of individual rates. 
The commission serves notice that it 
will proceed promptly but prudently, 
and in such a manner as not seri- 
ously to disturb industry.

AMENDING THE SULLIVAN LAW. 

The Sullivan law, which prohibits 
the carrying or possession of a re- 
volver without a police permit, has 
signally failed in its purpose to pro- 
tect honest men. Since a committee 
of the New York City Bar Association 
reported on several bills introduced at 
Albany to amend the Sullivan law, 
others have been added to-the list. 
Assemblyman KAHAN says of his that 
its aim is to break up “ banditry.’’ 
The Kahan Dill would allow respon- 
sible, citizens to possess firearms to 
defend themselves ,without. going 
through the complicated and often 
futile process of convincjng the police 
that they should have a permit. 
Another bill not yet passed upon by 
the Bar Association’s committee was 
introduced by Assemblyman Couvi.- 
LIER. Last month he proposed a con- 
current resolution calling upon Con- 
gress to place interstate traffic in 
firearms entirely under the control of 
the Federal Government. He opposed 
the Sullivan bill in the Legislature of 
1912, predicting that it would play 
into the hands of criminals. ‘‘ In ef- 
fect,’ said he, ‘* it will disarm the 
** law-abiding citizen and place him 
** at the mercy of the lawbreaker.”’ 
Something like that has actually 
happened. ‘* Pistols,’’ wrote Chief 
Magistrate McApoo the other day, 
“are as common in the United States 
as lead pencils.’’ 

“The Sullivan law,’’ says the 
Bar Association’s committee, ‘‘ was 
** enacted in full recognition of the 
‘* fact that the proximity of other 
** States which failed to regulate the 
** sale or possession of revolvers or 
“pistols would make it impossible to 
** secure the full benefit of its pro- 
** visions.”” It is the view of the 
committee that, as the principle of the 
Sullivan law is sound, any legislation 
that will ‘‘ strengthen it in a sensible 
‘**and workmanlike manner should be 
‘* approved.” It endorses the Mas- 
tick-Krug and the Lipowicz-Bern- 
hardt bills. The first does not make 
it easier for honest men to obtain 
permits to own and carry pistols for 
defense. The Police Commissioner in 
this city and any Judge in a court 
of record elsewhere upon receiving 
an application for a license must 
make an -investigation through the 
local police authorities to determine 
that the applicant has not been con- 
victed of felony and is of good moral 
character. The second bill extends 
“the scope of the [Sullivan] law to 
the purchase of cartridges’’ to fa- 
cilitate identification of a weapon 
which has been use@ to wound or 
\dill. 

The Bar Association committee does 
not appear to countenance any Dill 
‘that would give the citizen the right 
to himself, however honest and 
responsible he might be. * assembly - 
man COUGHLIN proposes that any one 
who thas not been convicted of a 
crime may, without a license, own a 
firearm at his place of residence or 
business, or carry it while operating 
a motor vehicle. The committee 
withholds its approval. . The Kahan 
bill it -would also condemn. Nor 
would it endorse the Cuvillier meas- 
ure, for that goes even further than 
‘the Coughlin, allowing bank and ex- 
press messengers to carry pistols 
without taking out a permit. The 
Sullivan law has fallen into disfavor 
chiefly because the machinery to 
provide honest people with arms for 
defense against murderous criminals 
Phas broken down, while it fails to 
keep weapons out of the hands of 
the latter. 


THE LESSON OF PALM BEACH. 

By great good fortune the fire that 
swept the two big Palm Beach hotels 
on Wednesday occurred in the after- 
noon. Five or six hours later it al- 
most surely would have been accom- 
panied by panic and loss of life. As 
it was, the damage was only material. 

It is easy after the event to say that 
such and such thirigs should or should 
not have been done. If the fire started 
from some electrical apparatus in a 
room, hotel keepers elsewhere will be 
quick to protect themselves from this 
sort of danger in thé future. So also 
the opening of the windows “to let 
the smoke out *’ may serve as a warn- 
ing to amateur” fire fighters else- 
where. The essential thing is that the 
public has been willing, not only at 
Palm Beach but at many other re- 
sorts, to live in fire-traps of. dried 
timber covered with layers of inflam- 
mable paint, indifferent to. the fire 
hazard. These buildings -are, of 
course, heavily insured. Further- 
more, certain precautions are taken 
in all of them to make it possible for 
guests to escape in case of fire. It 
is idle to pretend, however, ver, that the

few red buckets and red hatcheta is 


adequate protection in a vast wooden 
structure ‘whose every timber has been 
parched for years. Doubters need 
only consider the fate of the hotels at 
Palm Beach, which the owners must 
certainly have believed to be ade- 
quately supplied with Sab ii lag de- 
vices. What happened to'them may 
happen to other similar structures to- 
morrow. Yet hardly a season goes by 
without the loss by fire of some great 
wooden Summer resort. The country 
still puts up with hostelries that are 
the product of three of America’s 
worst vices—bigness, cheapness and 
hasty construction. 

Florida, to her credit be it said, will 
certainly profit by this disaster. Al- 
ready in that booming State great 
Notels are being built with all the 
latest devi for safety and comfort. 
Even individual houses, many of 
them, are made of concrete blocks 
or stone. Such. construction is 
cheaper in the long run, as it is du- 
rable. But so great is the desire of 
many persons to go to popular re- 
sorts that they will pay exorbitant 
prices for any sort of accommoda- 
tions regardless of the danger which 
they run. It is for them to ‘demand 
something safer.

NERVOUS AND MENTAL DISEASES, 

Announcement of the decision of the 
Neurological Institute to join the great 
new -Medical Centre at 168th Street 
and Broadway holds promise of a 
much-needed advance in the study of 
nervous and mental diseases. That 
they have greatly increased in recent 
years the health statistics seem fo 
leave no doubt. Probably it is, true 
that many cases now diagnosed as 
mental. did not get into the official 
figures years ago, but, even allowing 
for this, evidence appears conclusive 
that the strains of modern life are 
swelling the number of nervous break- 
downs and mental disorders. 

In that whole branch of medicine 
competent authorities confess that 
there ts a vast deal to be learned. 
There is urgent need of skilled and 
persistent scientific research. This is 
part of the work to be undertaken by 
the Neurological Institute. In its asso- 
ciation with the Medical Centre it will 
have at hand many added facilities for 
laboratory investigation. While re- 
taining its present building in Sixty- 
seventh Street, for the purposes of 
diagnosis and treatment, the intention 
is to devote the new structure at 168th 
Street to the most thorough and com- 
prehensive studies possible. The insti- 
tute is to have.the land for its new 
hospital given to it, but requires money 
for the erection of the building. For 
so worthy a public service it ought not 
to be difficult to secure the funds. _,

A STATE TECHNICAL INSTITUTE. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
State Senate providing for a tempo- 
rary unpaid commission to investigate 
the desirability of a State Technical 
Institute. Good reasons for such an 
inquiry are set forth in a report pre- 
pared by Lrwis A. WILson, Director 
of the Division of Vocational and Ex- 
tension Education of the New York 
State Education Department. His 
recommendations, which are the result 
of many careful studies of the indus- 
tries of the State and of trade and 
technical schools in other States and 
in foreign countries, are worthy of 
serious consideration. 

The industrial importance of New 
York State is not generally realized, he 
contends. Not only does the value of 
its manufactured products, estimated 
at over $8,750,000,000 in 1919, exceed 
by a billfon dollars the combined value 
of such products in all the New Eng- 
land States, but of the eighty-eight 


|leading industries this State ranks 


first in thirty-seven, second in nine 
and third in eleven. These industries 
employed 1,500,000 people and paid in 
wages nearly $2,000,000,000. Of the 
49,000 plants, 95 per cent. employ each 
not more than 100 workers. Indus- 
trial growth has been attended by a 
great increase in the urban population, 
the percentage of the total having 
ean, Fe, teak Testy, Fee ee 
to 83. 

With such large interests at stake, it 
is urged that the State should give at- 
tention to the special educational needs 
of the thousands who are looking to- 
ward entrance into industry. New 
York is spending more than $2,250,000 
@ year in support of institutions and 
agencies for developing agricultural 
products and market facilities and pro- 
moting the happiness, and prosperity 
of those engaged in farming. But for 
the industries no direct aid is given. 
except for the maintenance of a school 
in clay-working and ceramics at Alfred 
University. 

What is proposed is not an tnstitu- 
tion| of college grade but one which 
will embrace: (1) A department of in- 
dustrial information for those engaged 
or planning to engage in manufactur- 
ing tm the State, concerning markets, | 


transportation ‘facilities, electrical ser- 
vice, &c.; (2) a department of chem!- 
cal and physical research’ for. testing 
raw materials and finished products, 
and for studies of the adaptability of 


tion of waste products; (8) a depart- 
ment of statistical research to give a 
basis for forecasting industrial trends; 

(4) & department of factory construc- 
tion; (5) a department of accounting 
and business methods; and finally (6) 
departments of trade and technical 
training and management. 

_We have depended upon Europe for 
a considerable supply of skilled work- 
ers, but the number riow coming is 
** so small that it ts a negligible fac- 
tor in meeting the industrial needs 
“of today." We must provide at 
home this kind of education for our 
own people. It is worth the incidental 
expenditure proposed ($25,000) to in- 
quire what this State should do to pro- 
mote and maintain fts industrial 
primacy. 


ART IN INDUSTRY. 

By appointing a committee to report 
upon the Exposition of Industrial Arts 
in Paris, Secretary Hoover has recog- 
nized an idea the influence of which is 
growing steadily. Time was when the 
machine was regarded as arch-enemy 
of the creative spirit. CHARLES ELIoT 
NORTON used to'say to his classes that 
the mark of the potter’s thumb gave 
to the humblest utensil in a Greek 
household a quality which the advent 
“of machinery banished from civilized 
countries. To his mind, all “ ma- 
chine-made art ” was anathema. As to 
domestic wares under Vicrorm, the 
judgment was doubtless right enough. 
But even then there were those who 
realized that the spirit of art in Aindus- 
try is not dependent upon the personal 
touch of the craftsman. However pro- 
duced, beauty is beauty, and there’s 
an end of it! . 

The new Paris Exposition, which 
opens in May, seems destined to im- 
press this conception upon the popular 
consciousness.. The site on both banks 
of the Seine between the Champs Ely- 
sées and the Hétel des Invalides is as 
accessible as it is susceptible of beau- 
tiful treatment. The exhibits will in- 
clude all that comes nearest to our 
daily life and needs, from shoes and 
gloves to the architecture of modern 
farmhouses, inns, shops and theatres. 
There will be exhibits of millinery and 
jewelry, of furniture and rugs and 
tapestries, of the planning of gardens 
and landscapes, of stage scenery and 
properties, of street signs, letter boxes, 
kiosks and standards for the electric 
lighting of streets. Thanks to modern 
industry, the creative artist has power 
to touch with the spirit of beauty every 
utensil we use in daily life. 

No replica of the art of another gen- 
eration will be admitted, not even the 
repetition of classical designs. The 
buildings will be void of any recognized 
style, Greek columns, Gothic or Moor- 
ish arches and such like being under 
the ban. Judging from preliminary 
sketches, there will be little or none of 
the flamboyant excesses, the riotous 
phantasy, that marked the Paris Ex- 
position of a quarter of a century ago; 
but the effect will be even more strictly 
contemporary. ‘‘ The true way to be 
modern,’’ says the committee, “is to 
“find the form that best serves the 
* purpose of the thing to be fashioned, 
“ always realizing that one must de- 
“velop to its full, the nature of the 
“ material in hand and never ask any- 
“thing beyond it.’’ So far as pos- 
sible, each object will be shown in its 
normal and natural environment.

In 
order fully to demonstrate the modern 
art of decoration, and to produce the 
proper sense of its reality and value, 
it is necessary that every object have 
its part in a logical and homogeneous 
whole.

In many fields of industrial art 
America has produced much that it 

might well display before the world. 
We are to have no active part in the 
Paris exhibition. _ But, in addition to 
Secretary Hoover’s committee, many 
thousands will attend it and, it is to be 
hoped, will bring back fruitful and in- 
spiring ideas. The adventure is one 
which should develop to the full the 
French genius in matters of taste, the 
French skill in touching the life of day 
to day with grace and charm.

Violent ft undoubtédly was, as are all 
tornadoes, but its severity is not to 
be judged by the amount of property 
destroyed nor by the number of deaths 
and injuries to human beings. These 
were far beyond the ordinary simply 
because this tornado traversed a re- 
gion with a population notably large 
and because a large number of towns, 
some of them more.than villages, were 
in its way. 

As the territory in which these storms 
are most frequent becomes more thickly 
settled their ravages necessarily~ will 
inorease,- but it will not be because of 
any change in the starms themselves. 
They all are formed in practically the 
same conditions and therefore are all 
much ‘alike. - 

Meteorologists never speak or write 
of a tornado under the name of cyclone; 
The latter, as they use the word, is a 
disturbance covering a far greater area 
than any. tornado does, and in it, while 
the wind may be of all’ degrees of ve- 
locity from very small to such ‘a gsav- 
age gale as did such harm to Galves- 
ton . in. 1900, the effects at any-one 
point are never so disastrous as those 





described in yesterday’s dispatches.

that cause thunderstorms, ‘and March is 
not a thunderstorm month. In thefr 
typical form they are pecullar to the 
United States, though disturbances some- 
what like them occur in other countries. 
Lightning and heavy thunder invariably 
accompany tornadoes, and hail not in- 
frequently. A deafening noise marks the 
few ‘minutes during which they last at 
any one place. Tornadoes are even more 
difficult to predict than are thunder- 
storms, but there are recognizable con- 
ditions of the air and clouds when they 
can be apprehended as something more 
than a Possibility in the regions afflicted 
by them. 

It is possible to build houses that can 
stand tornadoes without much damage, 
but they would be more expensive than 
people out of the big-cities can afford. 

Every tornado, like every cyclone, is a 
whirl about a centre, and in the North- 
ern Hemisphere the whirl always is 
“counter-clockwise.”” In the Southern 
Hemisphere the motion is the other way, 
in both instances it being decided by the 
rotation of the earth, just as is that of 
every little whirl in a river—yes, and 
the whirl often set up in the water of a 
wash-basin that empties from a hole in 
its centre. In going through a forest, 
too, trees with a twist in the trunk often 
are to be seen. That twist also, at this 
end of the world, always is against the 
ee. and so is the twist of ‘‘water- 

uts’—which are not waterspouts at

Europe. All that Dr. Paut Haert. said, 
however, as he started for home after 
visiting a number of our springs, and 
especially those at Saratoga, was quite 
true. 

Of course, we n wholly have 
neglected such means of preserving anc 
restoring health, but we have neglected 
many of them. This has been notably 
true of Saratoga of late years, for there 
attention too long was diverted from 
therapy ‘to horse-racing and other 
gambling, and though the State at last 
took the springs in charge—just as they 
were about to be ruined by ruthless and 
unintelligent private exploitation—the 
benefits which they are quite capable of 
conferring still are far from complete 
utilization. 

Just how many of the cures achieved 
at springs are due to the waters and 
how many to the regimen imposed—and 
followed—at such places, when properly 
conducted, is.a question with~ several 
answers; but while the mineral content 
of most springs, even the very famous 
ones, is of homeopathic minuteness, yet 
they do possess, when fresh, a measur- 
able amount of the energy due to 
radium in the strata through which the 


water percolates, and to this is ascribed 
nowadays the medicinal superiority of 
the waters drunk at the source over 
those which have been bottled and taken 
away. The latter soon lose whatever of 
radium emanation they ever possessed, 
and might as well be made artificially, 
as, indeed, many alleged spring waters 
are.

OPIUM CONFERENCE GAINS. 


, tlal Results. . 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now, that the smoke of the Opium Con- 
ference in Geneva has cleared away, it 
is possible to see the good results that 
emerged from it. In spite of the unfor- 
tunate withdrawal of the American del- 
egation, the two conventions which have 
been prepared for signature and ratifi- 
cation by the nations of the world mark 
@ great advance over the old Hague 
convention of 1912. The advance is not 
as pronounced as the American delega- 
tion had hoped for, but it is none the 
less substantial. The Central Control 
Board which has been created isa fac- 


‘tor of real importance, and if it does}. 


nothing else in the next few years ex- 
cept collect statistics and gather data 
on the production and use of opium, It 
will not only justify its existence but 
will lay the groundwork ;for the next 
advance. 

Moreover, the two new opium treaties 
differ radically from the Hague conven- 
tion in this respect: that where the lat- 
ter left all the responsibility of enforce- 
ment to the conscience of each of the 
contracting parties, the League conven- 
tions embody the idea of international 
solidarity of interest. It is this concep- 
tion of community responsibility, this 
idea of a cooperative technique to com- 
bat a common enemy, that so sharply 


‘differentiates the new treaties from the 


Hague convention of thirteen years ago. 
In the last five years the nations of the 
world have moved forward into a new 
realm of thinking. Relationships are 
| possible today that were not possible 
Jefore 1914. 

The proposal of the French and 
British Governments at the recent 
Opium Conference to allow an external 
committee, appointed by the League, to 
carry on a survey of the efforts which 
they are making to enforce the treaties 
and to determine at what time it will 
be practicable to begin the complete 
suppression of opium smoking is in 
itself an indication of the conception of 
Joint responsibility and common interest 
that"is slowly permeating international 
relationships. 

Another incident fn the Opium Confer- 
ence of special interest to the United 
States is the payment by our Govern- 
ment of its share of the cost of the 
conference. Although the matter has 
not been announced by the State De- 
partment, the fiscal officer of the 
League, Sir Herbert Ames, has ré- 
ceived a check for $1,954, representing 
America's pro rata share of the ex- 
penses of the conference during the 1924 
period. This is a development of no 
little significance. With the exception 
of $67.55 which was paid (through 
the Dutch Government) by Secretary 
Hughes in September, 1923, to cover our 
share of the cost of the interpreters 
and stenographers furnished by the 


ment of the laws of war, this is the 
first time that the United States has 
ever made a contribution to the ex 
penses of any of the League confer- 
ences which it has attended. 

Hitherto it has always gone as a 
non-paying guest, leaving the financial 
responsibility to the other nations. It 
has been represented on the Committees 
on Anthrax, Opium, Health, Customs 
Formalities, Communications and Tran- 
sit, Traffic in Women and Children, 
and at one or ‘two other conferences, 
but never until now, with the small ex- 
ception above noted, has the State De- 
partment ventured on the bold course of 
allowing the United States to pay its 
fair share of the cost. 

Whether this is a side-door or a back- 
door entrance to the League it is diffi- 
cult to say. But certainly, by what- 
ever route we got there, we seem to be 
occupying space in the League’s cellar, 
and the State Department is holding its 
breath for fear that our surreptitious 
presence there will be- discovered.

Employment Out of Doors. 
To the Editor of The New York Times? 

With the various studies that are being 
made of the contributing causes of sickness, 
such as tuberculosis, ‘contagious diseases, 
heart affections, public health, preventive 
medicine, &c., its seems to me that some- 
thing should be done to provide outdoor 
work for those in need of it. 

Many women, especially those past 40 
years of age, need a complete change in their 
work, but cannot find suitable employment 
which would take them at least part of the 
day out of doors. After years of nerve- 
racking indoor occupation, with its close con- 
finement, lack of proper ventilation and its 
consequent strain upon the nerves, eyes and 
general health, they need to get out more in 
the sun and air. The doctors say: ‘““Make 

a change in your work, seck outdoor occupa- 

ptcreys But when you begin to inquire into 
the different fields of outdoor employment 
open to women you find them very limited 
indeed. 
_ Salesmanship seems to be about the only 
thing they can turn to, but all are not suited 
to this work, with its hardships, competition 
and smal] salary. In fact, most salesmen 
have to sell on a commission basis, and 
with the uncertainties and competition most 
women could not meet the conditions. They 
must have something they can depend upon; 
for'in most cases others are dependent upon 
them. ‘i 

There are many men who are also in need 
of just such a change, especially those of the 
so-called ‘“‘white-collared” class. I know of 
several instances where officé workers have 
had to give up their indoor jobs and go out 
and become truck drivers, taxi drivers, &c., 
im order to be out in the open air. This was 
the only way they could regain their health, 
and they had to keep on working in order 
to earn -enough to live on. But all men 
cannot do thie, nor are they fitted for it. 
Are there not some lines of industry in. the 
cities or suburbs where the work is done 
under more san and favorable condi- 
tions, where plenty of light and air can be 


had and part of the time at least spent in 
the out of doors? Are there associa- 
tions working along these lines? I really 
think that this is one of the contributing 
causes of the high death rate in most cities, 
and something should be done to alleviate 
this condition. Cc. EB. W.

Mr. Hilprecht is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Sallie Grozer Hilprecht. Funeral 
services and interment will be private. 

Outstanding among a _ long line of 
scientific achievements was Dr. Hil- 
precht’s unearthing and subsequent 
translation of tablets buried in the ruins 
of ancient Nippur, on which was in- 
scribed a 4,000-year-old tale of the bib-

Dr. Hilprecht was born in Germany 
in 1859. He was graduated from the 
University of Leipsic, where he studied 
theology, philology and law, in 1885;

to the University of Pennsylvania in 
1886. 


He made frequent scientific qe 
tions in Babylon, Asia Minor and S 
and was appointed by the Turkish 
ernment to reo ize the Babylonian 
section of the Imperial Ottoman Mu- 
seum in Constantinople in the Summers 
of 1893 to 1898.

on.

LONDON, March 19.—To build a big 
tourist trade between England and the 
United States the Atlantic Transit Line 
has set aside the Minnekahda for the 
exclusive use of that type of traveler. 

She will charge only the third-class 
fare, £38, for the round trip, but best 
of al} the passengers will be on an 
equality, and it is hoped to attract many 
people of the professional and commer- 
cial classes who would never dream of

SIGNALS AGAINST HOLD-UPS. 


Philadelphia Plans Alarm System 
Connecting With Police Stations. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 19.—A signal 
system to aid in the police cgmpaign 
against robbers and hold-up men will 
be inaugurated in this city next week 
with the installation of red warning 
lights in more than 1,000 police call 
boxes, it was announced today by Gen- 
eral Butler, Director of Public Safety. 
The work will be done with the ulti- 
mate view of having the boxes so con- 
nected that a private citizen will be 
able to turn in a call for aid in the 
same way that a fire alarm is given. 
The boxes will be connected with a 
central telephone board, General Butler 
said,_and precautions will be taken so 
that false alarms will not be given in

| PAROLE BOARD HEAD 


DEFENDS SYSTEM 


Tells Grand Jurors’ Association 
That Criticism Is Based on 
individual Cases. 


SAYS PUBLIC IS UNINFORMED 


Favors One Year Minimum for 
State Prison Sentences, With Life 
for Fourth Offenders. 


George W. Benham, Chairmai of the 
State Board of Parole, speaking yester- 
day before the Association of Grand 
Jurors at Town Hall, defended the pa- 
role system and said thag criticism re- 
sulted from individual cases in which 
the public felt parole should not have 
been granted. 

While Mr. Benham -did not mention 
any: names, he remarked that inevita- 
bly under the system ‘‘some one of 
more or less notorious reputation will 
be-paroled amid the plaudits of a great 
many people and against the wishes of 
@ great many others.’’ Later, a man 
who said he had béen a member of the 
Grand Jury that indicted Robert P. 
Brindell, asked how the labor leader 
came to be reelased. 

“In the regular way,” Mr. Benham 
replied. : ae 

‘Well, I think he ought to have been 
kept in jail for twenty-five years,” re- 
torted the juror. 

“Thoughtful persons,” Mr. Benham 
said, ‘“‘who have read and heard of the 
various criticisms of the theory of pa- 
role and’ the methods employed by the 
Board of Parole must certainly be im- 
pressed with the fact that a great many 
have been misled into criticizing the 
whole system and principle because of a 
few remote instances of the granting or 
denial of parole to some perticular in-’ 
dividual. ; 

“We believe it would be a great mis- 
take to abolish a system which has 
shown, during nearly all of the years 


of its beneficiaries have made good and 
in the last five or six years that over 
85 per cent. have fulfilled the require- 
ments. 


“There re doubtless those who feel 
that in some cases the prisoner is not 
Rowe a sufficient time for the crime com- 
mitted. . For instance, there are many 
occasions when an indeterminate sen-, 
tence of one year is imposed. This 
means, with compensation deducted, nine 
months to serve and if there is an al- 
lowance of jail time the sentence is, to 
be sure, very short. I am of the a 
ion that any sentence to a State prison 
should not, with all possible deductions, 
be wore than one year net. . 

“When a prisoner on parole commits 
an offense a c immediately goes up 
against the parole system, the law and 
the administrators of the law, but ft 
must be remembered that. one man is 
only one of the hundreds on parole, and 
that 85 per cent. are making good and 
of the men in prison in New York State 
approximately 50 per cent. are first of- 
fenders, In this connection it may be 
interesting to know that notwithstanding 
the so led ‘crime wave’ which it is 
claimed has been raging in some of our 
cities out of a total of 1,907 received 
n prison last year less than. 11 per cent. 
were paroled men. 

“‘Parole in most cases means great as- 
sistance in regaining manhood, self-re- 
spect and ability to care for the individ- 
ual and the family. Does not the eco- 
nomic question also apply to even a 
greater. extent in the interest of the 


2,054 men under parole? The average 
daily cost of maintaini each: prisoner 
in our State prisons is "Soe. ‘The 2,054 
paroled men are supporting ‘themselves 
and thus saving the State $2,177 per 
day or $794,595 for the year. 
“Yn relation to the expense of 
on the State parole system we have not 
the figures of any State whose ex- 
pensés are less per capita for mén pa- 
roled than our own. The expensé is con- 
fined to two Commissioners and four 
parole officers, which together with ap- 
inp me for” stenographers, clerks. 
travelin expenses and miscellaneous 
items, amount to approximately $22,- 
000 per year, watch, with an average of 
Soto ioainane ~ aha o "sti pet

year, This low cost is made Seeathle hy 
the use of various philanthropic agen- 
cies, such as the Catholic Protective So- 
ciety, New York Prison Association,

"It is our opinion that the various 
amendments to the law have been In the 
main improvements. We are strongly 
in favor of the amendment which pro- 
vides that fourth offenders shall. be sen- 
tenced to prison for life, and it is to be 
regretted that this provision has not 


been enforced in a larger number of 
cases.”’
